General Reading Changed By Present Conditions 


The rushing habit of the American people has become 
chronic and there are few interests that do not feel its effect. 
It even extends to the general reading of the average man, 
who feels the desire to keep up with the times, but is satisfied 
with a surface smattering that amounts to very little as far as 
information goes. 
The average reader hurriedly runs over a magazine1 occa­ 


sionally in addition to a perusal of the daily paper, and with 
the big majority that is about all, unless it l>e a dash of fiction. 
Of course there is always the student set and tin* few broad 
student readers, but they are vastly in the minority, and the 
tendency to be satisfied with desultory snatches of reading is 
sincerely to be regretted. 
There is one good thing that is resulting from the present 
wav—that is the compelling interest which leads to profitable 


reading. 
Constant allusions to conditions of former wars, recurrent 
comparisons between the history making wars of the past and 
this utterly unexpected struggle of tin* twentieth century; the 
connecting links of history’s chain in leading up to present 
day conditions— all demand a brushing up of 
rusty history. 
People who haven’t opened a volume of history tor years are 
finding that there is immense interest in looking up past records 
and are again becoming familiar with important events quite 


forgotten. 
More than would have been dreamed possible a year ago 
people are studying the countries of the continent; the widely 
different nationalities and the various conditions which have 
made them so entirely different. 
There is a demand for a kind of literature almost uncalled 
for a few years ago. Instead of the popular new novel, the lat 
est “ Economic History of R ussia”, the revelations concerning 
Germany, the relations of Great Britain 
to 
other countries, 
“ France from Behind tile V eil,” and similar class of books are 
demanded. 
And people are reading this literature of facts, 
biased perhaps somewhat by the viewpoint of tile sympathizer 
but of immense advantage. 
It familiarizes the reader with 
other peoples to a degree that arouses Ins wonder in his former 
lack of interest, and 0}>eiis his eyes to world possibilities lien 
tofore undreamed. 
It incites mental activity in ferreting out 
undercurrents 
and in gaining clearness of insight into tin* real causes and 


meaning of momentous events and the significance of certain 
actions. 
It provides ample material for both the practical student 
of affairs and the imaginative reader, for never before in his­ 
tory has there been such a vast canvas to reveal such awful car 
Mage in conjunction with tile frightful military inventions of | deflated* 
recent science. 
Not in years has fiction been threatened by an entirely dif­ 
ferent class of reading as it is today and the novels most in 
demand seem to be those through which runs a thread of his 
tory which throws new and interesting light upon the thrilling 
war drama now enacted.
